A copy of this notice is 
attached and I invite your attention to the emphasis placed therein 
on stricter controls by senior officials to avoid overclassification 
and to insure prompt declassification, and the stress on, more oreciso 
measures to insure that administrative information is not designated

stractcft personnel .in the proper method of marking classified socur- 
documents* Botn notices have now been incorporated in the 
iigency uegalations together vfth additional explanatory material.
